Health Coordinating Advisory Council 


I, TED SCHWINDEN, by virtue of the authority vested in me as Acting 
Governor of the State of Montana by the laws and constitution of Montana, 
and pursuant to Section 824-110, RCM, 1947, do hereby create the Montana 
Health Coordinating Advisory Council. 

1. PURPOSE - This Council shall serve as the state health coordinating 


council as provided in Section 1524, Public Law 93-641, 42 U.S.C. 300m-3. 


2. DURATION - The Advisory Council shall remain in existence until 
January 14, 1979, at which time, if required, it may be extended by 


Executive .Order. 


3. MEMBERSHIP - There shall be 17 members of the Advisory Council, 
who shall serve at the pleasure of the Governor. The members shall meet 


the qualifications stated in 42 U.S.C. 300m-3 (b). 


4. MEETINGS AND ORGANIZATIONS ~ The Advisory Council shall select 
from its members a Chairman who shali call all the meetings and organize 
the business of the Council. The Advisory Council shall meet at least 
once every calendar year. As required by Section 82A-110(7), R.C.M. 
1947, the Advisory Council shall hold no meeting Sapeias the city of 


Helena without express approval from the Governor. 


3. CHANGE IN MEMBERSHIP - Notice of a change in the mecbership 


shall be given by letter from the Governor to the Secretary of State.
